In the United States the enor- 
mous sums spent by our national gov- 
ernment on harbors and rivers, on 
pensions, on tbe army, and esjiccially 
un the new navy n\ust lie paid for by 
somctiody ; and Hint somebody is the 
consumer of. the laxed goods. On un 
average i mpoi ted dutiable goods are 
Incieased in pilco to the American 
consumer by over 40 per cent. But, 
lo the extent that importations are 
impeded, not all of this tux of over 
40 jwr cent goes to tbe government, 
hut much of It goes to protected inter- 
ests. Tlie duties are so high as not to 
lie revenue duties and our treasury 
gets only nlxnit $300,000,000 of this 
lax, or less than half of its annual 
expenditure. The truth is just com-

many goods, wised prices and raised 
the exist of living to every family 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the land.

WHTORY OF ST. JAMES CHURCH 


G. M. Dorrunce, Esq., gave a his- 


toiy of old 
St. James Episcopal 


Church, of Bristol. 
Mr. Dorranee 


read from the old minute books the 
transactions of the vestries. The lirst 
church, since demolished, was built 
by a few well-disposed persons and on 
the 125th of July, 1712, was dedicated. 
Anthony Burton conveyed to the Rev. 
Weynmn part of the site and subse- 
quent purchases included the entire 
present 
property. 
Although 
the 


building wa« erected in 1712 the deed 
was dated 173,'i. As early as ]S11 the 
question of incorporation was raised, 
but the church was not incorporated 
until 182o. 
A new church building 


wus advocated in 3831, but the present 
edifice was not erected until 18.38. 
Having completed bis history of the 
church, Mr. Dorranee turned to pcr- 
sotml reminiscences and told of two 
famous personages who ut one lime 
resided here.

Ktcphunson und Thomas A. Cooper. 


Stcphcnson uus a London banker, a 


directoi of St. liartuloiiiew'K Hospital 
und an intimate friend of George IV. 
u hen lie wus regent. 
He became 


bankrupt and hud to flee from Eng- 
land. He landed ut Norfolk in this 
country and wus later arrested by an 
English oltlcer and was to be shipped 
buck to London when he obtained his 
release at New Yoik on u writ of 
habeas corpus. He -settled neur here 
on the hanks of the Neshuininy. 
Repoits of his great weulth and lav- 
ish living having been spread abroad 
he lett hi& residence and came to Bris- 
tol where he resided until his death. 


Thomas A. Cooper was the son of a 


surgeon und a wait! of Willium Good- 
win. 
He ran uwuy from his home 


rired with histrionic ambition. 
He 


appeared on the boards in Philadel- 
phia in 171)8 und Inter became a great 
American stai. His daughter married 
Robert Tyler, of Bristol, a son of 
President John Tyler. She went to 
the White House and was tbe only 
woman well spoken of by Dickens in 
his "American Notes."

OLD FRIENDS' 


MEETINGHOUSE 


IN BRISTOL 


Historical Paper Read by John C. 


Mule at Hulorical Society Meet- 


ing «n Tuesday. 


John C. Maiile, of Bristol, read the 


following paiwr. a historical sketcli of 
the old 
1< fiends' mretlng house, at 


Hie meeting of tha Bucks Countv 
Historical Society which was held in 
the ancient building at Bristol on 
Tuesday: 
THE OLD FRIENDS' MEETING 


HOUSE. 


While these short and simple an- 


nuls of thu old ineetiilg house in Bris- 
tol, 
the oldest, witti one exception, 


now standing in this part of the 
country, may to the iiIJth century em 
of hurry and bustle appear but of lit- 
tle worth, it Is yet well In this day 
to " Gather up the fragments that re- 
main that 
untiling be lost," and 


these somewhat 
fragmentary notes 


mav shed some light upon the perse- 
vering /.eat of our forefathers, to 
which this venerable building is a 
monument. 


Nearly all the llrst seltlers of Buck- 


ingham, now Bristol, as well as of 
other parts of the "Lower End" of 
our county, wore members of the So- 
ciety of J'riends, and the writer ack- 
nowledges his obligation for much of 
the data in this paper to the late 
Edwin J. Burton, a lineal descendent 
of Anthony Burton, one of these pio- 
neeis, who was greatly interested in 
tlie early records and history of the 
Friends' meetings in these purU. 


Meetings for worship were estab- 


lished about '"Hie Falls of the Dela- 
ware," some time before the country 
had received the name of Pennsyl- 
vania, the inemliers belonging to a 
Monthly Meeting held at Burlington, 
dating from ](J74. In 1083 a Monthly 
Meeting was established al the house, 
ol William Biles, in what is now 
known as "The 
Manor," of which 


Friends living at Bristol and at Ne- 
sbumine, now Middlctown, became 
members. "The 
Governor" and Ills 


wife, while in Pennsylvania, were 
members of this Monthly Meeting, 
and Phineaa Pembcrton, whose name, 
as clerk of the first Orphans' Court, 
frequently appeal's npon our eaily 
county "records, was Its Recorder of 
Births and Deaths. The first Bucks 
Quarterly Meeting, composed of the 
original Falls Monthly Meeting und a 
new one set olT therefrom called Ne- 
slmminc, was held at the house of 
William Biles on the 7th of Third 
Month, IOK4. 


For nearly twenty years Friends at 
Bristol were not allowed any regular 
meeting of their own, and growing 
weary of being thus deprived of reli- 
gious privileges they petitioned Falls 
Monthly Meeting in 17114 that they 
might LIP allowed to hold a meeting 
sometimes among themselves, but as 
far as the writei can learn they wcic 
not grunted this favor until 1707, 
when permissflHi was given them to 
hold a meeting of worship bi-weekly, 
on First-dLiys, and once a week on 
week days. 


In 17<Ki Sumuel Carpenter, a wealthy 


Friend, offered to give Falls Monthly 
Meeting "a 
piece of ground fur a 


meeting house and hurying-placo, and 
pasture at Bristol," and the gift hav- 
ing been accepted by the sleeting, 
the same was ordered to be deeded to 
Joseph Kirkbndc and others for the 
uses aforesaid. 
There now begun a 


most striking example of that pro- 
crastination which is said to be the 
thief of time. The trustees apjHjintcd 
by the Monthly Meeting seem to have 
been most unaccountably derelict in 
their duties for we Him • in 1710 u 
Minute of the Monthly Meeting stat- 
ing that "Bristol Friends renewed an 
application, lirst made in 170(i, for 
the 
building of 
u 
meeting-house. 


Agreed with and forwarded to Quar- 
terly Meeting for their concurrence 
and assistance." In the following 
month comes a Minute stating that as 
several of tlie trustees appointed to 
hold the title to the lot given by 
Samuel Carpenter were either deceased 
or gone from the Province, William 
Croasdale arid 011161*8 should be ap- 
pointed In their places. 
The follow- 


ing quaint Minnie of the Quarterly 
Meeting gives evidence that tile re- 
quest of Bristol Friends fora meeting- 
house was soon granted. It is as fol- 
lows: "At a Quarterly Meeting held 
at Middletown, ye 22ml of ye 12th 
Month, 1710. This Meeting having 
under consideration the building of a 
meeting-house at Bristol, it's con- 
cluded there be a good, substantial 
house built, either of brick or stone, 
and the Friends appointed to take the 
dimensions, and for the convcnicntest 
illume is Joseph Kirkrbidc, Joshua 
Ivoupes, 
John 
Suteher. Thatcher, 


Thomas Sturaibon and Adam Harker, 
together with such Bristol Friends as 
they think lit, who are likewise to 
compute the charge as near as may 
be, and to appoint whom they may 
think lit to manage tlie work, and 
give an account of their proceeding to 
the next meeting." 
Three months 


later, "The Friends appointed to take 
care about the rneeting-hoirse at Bris- 
tol report they have made some pro- 
gress therein, having obtained a grant 
of a lot of land from Samuel Carpenter 
to set the meeting-house on, likewise 
has agreed for the dimensions, lirst ye 
carpenter work has computed the 
charge of ye whole, and ^thinks it 
w i l l be about 200 pounds." 
The 


Meeting aptiointcd Joseph Kirkhride 
and others "to undertake the first, 
and the rest of ye work belonging to 
it, and take cure to see it well and 
carefully done, und with what expe- 
dition may be." The Meeting also 
urged Friends to make collections in 
their respective meetings for the new 
building, and appointed trustees to 
hold the title for the Quarterly Meet- 
ing to the ground given for the meet- 
ing place and burial ground, this be- 
ing a rare instance of title to property 
held by other Monthly Meetings. 


After seven years of delay the meet- 


ing-house project was in fair way to 
be accomplished, 
and in Twelfth 


Month 1713, -the Quarterly Meeting 
was Informed that "the committee to 
settle Bristol-meeting house 
report 


they have completed, the same," from 
which it would appear that this 
ancient landmark lucks but two years 
of 
being a 
bi-centennariun. 
The 


bricks used in its construction were 
brought from England, and 
this 


doubtless added to the delay in its 
completion. 
It would appear that 


"jerry-building" is not of recent 
date, for in 1728, only fifteen years 
after the house was finished. It had to 
be partially' taken down and re-built, 
being in danger of falling. In 1735 
or 1736 an addition wus bulll, great- 
ly enlarging its capacity, and in 1750 
It was flriished in the upper story. 
Previously to 1839-40 the entrance wus 
in the Market street end of the house, 
and galleries being at the east end 
facing the entrance, and the aisle 
running lengthwise of the building, 
)ti>bably passing through a doorway 
nto the addition in the rear. During 
the Kevolutionary war the house was 
occupied as a hospital, us appears 
from the following Minute, 9th Mo. 
IS, 1778: "Joseph Church, William 
Bldgood, , John 
Hutchlnson 
and 


Fbinehas Buckley are appointed to 
get the meeting-house cleared of the 
troops In the little end of the bonse 
so that it may be. fit to meet in." A 
number of patients In this hospital 
are believed to have been buried in 
the lot now occupied by Mohican 
Hall, on Otter street. 
It) 1820 a 


school was kept In the upper story of 
the bouse, taught by Dr. Henry Lip- 
pincott, afterward 
many 
years in 


practice at Fallstngton, Mary Prouser, 
Letltia Swain and Hannah Coleman. 
This little account of the old meet- 


ing-house would be incomplete with- 
out some mention of the generous 
donor of the ground upon which tt 
was built. 8amuel Carpenter was a 
native of Surrey, England, and came 
to Pennsylvania from Barbadoes. He 
was an intimate friend and associate of 
William Penn, and a partner with 
bim'and Caleb Pusey, in tbe estab- 
lishment of the first mill in tbe Pro- 
vince of Upland near Chester. At 
the end of toe 17th century Samuel 
Carpenter wag -a wealthy shipping 
merchant in Philadelphia and reputed 
to be the richest man in (he Pro 


vine*?. He owned neatly two thou- 
sand KUIVJ of land contlguotis to and 
including much of the present site of 
Bristol, also two islands in the Dela- 
ware, and Is believed to have been 
the founder of the Bristol saw and 
Krlst mills. In or about niOor 17ia, 
e removed his ivsldcnce to Bristol, 


having a summer home on Burlington. 
Island, the dwelling hclng still stand- 
Ing in ISiS. He was largely interest- 
ed in public afTah*, bcim; a memhei 
of tlio Council and Assembly, and 
Treasurer of the Province, and was 
highly respected 
by all who knew 


him. II is somcuhat singular that 
In Bristol, where he had such large 
Interests, there. Is nothing to keep 
alive his memory save this meeting- 
house. 


And while we cannot here show 


any long-drawn aisle or fretted vault, 
and while no pealing anthem has 
ever, 
within 
this ancient house, 


swelled the note of praise, yet, cotila 
these walls become vocal, they could 
toll of many soul-stirring messages of 
exhortation, of earnest entrealv and 
encouragement 
to 
well-doing', and 


they could bear witness also to many 
silent meetings wheie, as Charles 
Lamb wrote, the dove sat visibly 
brooding upon the worshippers. 


The 
saintly 
Woolinan 
doubtless 


often met here with his fellow-believ- 
ers, coming from his humble Mount 
Holly home, clad In (hose garments 
worn the natural color of wool, as a 
testimony against suiHirtltifties, Here 
also came Thomas Chalkley, riding 
up from "Chalkley Hall" at Frunk- 
ford—he of whom Whlttier wrote:— 
"Hontlest of skippers, iiuv sea-saint! 
Who, 
when the dreary culms pre-
